“Chicago’s great west side, neg­ 
lected since the horse-and-buggy 
days, is at last to come into its own 
through the creation of a series of 
arterial superhighways such as the 
Automobile Club of Illinois long 
has advocated/’ states Si Mayer, 
President of that organization. 
At the November election voters 
will be asked to authorize a $20,- 
000,00 bond issue for the firrt of 
these 
improvements, financed by 
the W est Park board ot wnicn Lr. 
John Dill Robeitson is president.
